Mi several sloopc of war, and that it will be com-
mAnded by Commodore Perry. The steam frigate
Sw<}uehannA was detailed to Ja?anin the eirly

of Inst summer, with a letter of instructions
frem the Secretary of State, by direction of tho
President, defining her 'specific duty, which, it is
understood, was a demand upon tho Japanese for
foparation of eertAin outrages lately committed
upon American seamen, it is also uppreheaded,
flrom the statements of somo of our seamen, es

.aped from imprisonment in Japan, that others
May jet be detained in confinement there If so,
the primary object of this expedition is to effect
their release, by such an exhibit of naval strength
M will command the respect of these island bar¬
barians. The expedition has, also, several other
.hjeote in view, such as a general c commercial re-
eosnoisance of the waters of the Indian Co? in
and the Chinese Seas, and especially the opening
ef a »vrt of commercial reciprocity with the
ktlands of Japan.

A commercial project of this character, including,
hewever, all the independent oriental nations, hue
long been the hobby of Mr. Aaron H. Palmer,
jktely a merchant of thit city. He so far impressed
the importance of enlarging our commercial opera¬
tions among those people upon the oablnet of Gon.
Taylor, as to induce him to reeommend the appoint¬
ment of a special commercial agent to China, Japan,
mad all the maritime ArLatic nations, whose tra*le
Might be worth looking after. The mission fell
through ; but we doubt not thai this expedition
te Japan is a similar project, originating among
the merchants of New York, with the view of open¬
ing new markets for the cotton and tobacco traie
It may also be intonded by the administration for
Presidential capital Aty movement on the part
.f the government, calculated to give enap'.oymen'
and honor either to the army or the navy, is gooJ
political thunder.

In any event, as this expedition will aid very
little, if anything, to the ordinary expanses of the
aavy.as it may contribute to extend that respect
io our flag among the semi-barbarous nations of the
East which is accorded to it by all the nations of the
West. as it may do something towards the opening
.f an important trade with the J apancse and o.her
oriental people, and as it may enlarge our practical
knowledge, and extend our national inilticn^e, among
nation* and tribes of people hither'- o but little known
.nteide of their own territories, there can be no

opposition to the projeat. It will tie a cheV1 experi¬
ment. It can do no harm, and may result in great
practical utility.

plaint being the ingratitude of Greeley for the oro-

tlnrly advice and good offices of Wikoff.
The Chevalier, in hia own casa, has him¬

self promised soon to set the matter right. At
the di4e of his letter he waa anticipating a

apetdy return to faris."dear Paris," as ho
ealled it.with tbe same feelings of overflow-
ing affection for Jta gaye ties, as Madame Do
Stael. He promises to aohieve a victory, and
we shall learn what it is after the victory is achieved.
He seems to be iu tbe oonfidenoe of Louis Napoleon,
and may yet be appointed to aoompany him, as

hia oonfidontial secretary, in the invaaion of Eag-
land. In any event, it is a matter of congratulation
that Chevalier Wikoff has turned up; that, Instead of
being imprisoned, he ia pushing forward a delicate
and beautiful enterprise, with every prospect of
success and that the world may expect aoon to
hear cf his return to Faris; and that it is even

possible we may be blessed again with hi* presence
in the United States. Delightful!

THE LATE DEFALCATION.ARKEST OF ISAAC N. WINN
AMD W1LLET N. HAWKINS, ON AN ALLEGED C1IAROK
OF FALSE FRETXNCKC.
In Bundsy's Htnai.n, we briefly alluded to an exten¬

sive defalcation by a broker, involving some $80,009, and
upwards. Since then, the JK lice authorities have taken

. decided action in tbe matter, and caused the arrest of
Messrs. Hawkins and Winn, the oo-partners of Plin White,
who is the individual not yet capturtd, and who is said
to have taken with hla all the funds, leaving his part¬
ners and the creditors minus the sums due them.

It seems, from the facts in the ease, that fer the last
few months past Messrs. Winn k Hawkins were in
copartnership, as brokers, at No. 5 John street, and Plln
White was the out- door operator in the purchase of gold
dust, the capital being furnished principally by Winn &
Hawkins for such purposes, which sums of money, as

required, were placed in the hands of Plin White, who
professed to be purchasing gold dust, at very advantagous
prises. The credit of Wicn& Hawkins being of good
standing, merchants, as well as meney lenders, were in¬
duced to inTest large sums of money on short loans, for
wklch it appears they received large Interest and for a
time the most punctual payments were made, thereby
establishing credit and confidence to avery considerable
extent.. Ail went on very well until about tbe 1st
ct February, when, in some eases, an extension "I
time was required by Plin White, in order, b« be
raid to carry out some very profitable operation
The extension of time ask-d for was granted, and
matters went on again until the 7th instaut, wh<*n
all partiiS were to have been piid ; and to oirry
cut the litintlon, White appointed one o'oiotfc
on that day, to meet Mr Hawkins, and settle up.
